The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
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point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01(f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet (37 CFR 1 .52(b)). Where a 
claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of 
the claim should be separated by a line indentation. There may be plural 
indentations to further segregate subcombinations or related steps. See

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

2. The following statements or text are objected: " STATEMENT OF A PROBLEM 
ADDRESSED BY THIS INVENTION" (page 1, line 7), " SELECTED OVERVIEW OF 
SELECTED EMBODIMENTS" (page 3, line 1), " AN EXEMPLARY EMBODIMENT OF A 
BEST MODE" (page 6, line 1). These subtitles do not follow the preferred arrangement 
of the specification as describe above. Applicant may use these text in sentence form 
or as an introductory sentence in appropriate paragraph(s) which address them. They 
should not, as present, be stated as subtitles. 

3. The entire text on page 6 line 1 9 through page 8 line 20 is objected as not 
following the content as suggested by any of sections described in the Content of the 
specification above. It describes claims, term interpretation, and patent statutes that are 
inappropriate in the inventors description of the invention. It describes little if anything 
about applicant's invention or background art. This entire text should be deleted. 

4. Page 9, line 1 , the sub-heading "Description of the Figures" should be - 
DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION -. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 1-22 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

7. Claim 1 , line 7, the phrase "wherein each luminaire achieves full cut-off" is 
indefinite as lacking structural parts to meet this function. Also, the "full cut-out", on 
lines 7 and 10, is vague and indefinite for lacking any specified range and type of 
illumination (intensity, distribution, luminance, luminous flux, etc.). 

8. Claim 9, the terms "full cut-off' in describing the luminaire is indefinite for the 
reasons stated above. 

9. Claim 14, line 6, the phrase "in a way that the illumination assembly achieves full 
cut-off" and the phrase "full cut-off are indefinite for the reasons stated above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 0. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

1 1 . Claims 1-8 and 14, 15, and 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by ARMSTRONG (US 5,274,534). See figures 1-6 and entire text. 



12. Claims 1, 14, 16-19 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by ELMER (US 4,288,847). See figures 1-9, coi.2, lines 55-68 and col.3, 
lines 55-64. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

13. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

14. Claims 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
ARMSTRONG (US 5,274,534). 

1 5. ARMSTRONG discloses applicant's invention, which provided with the apparatus 
inherently includes the method as substantially claimed. However, ARMSTRONG does 
not disclose the method step of removing all non full cut-off luminaries, registering with 
a local government, and canvassing a local community to show the installation. 

16. ARMSTRONG does teach an improvement (reduced glare, reduce adverse 
illumination impact on the neighborhood) of using cut-off luminaires over a conventional 
outdoor lighting system which are non cut-off (cols.1 & 5) and therefore it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's invention 
that installation of the lighting system of ARMSTRONG would include removal of the

conventional lighting system and canvassing the local community to show this 
improvement. It is also obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
applicant's invention to register with the local government since it is known that most 
lighting systems installed in any community has a local government regulating any such 
construction requiring registration thereof. 



17. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. HECKING (US 5,436,81 1 ) shows a method of retrofitting a 
preferred lighting system over a conventional lighting system about a playing court area. 
OSTEEN et al (US 4,866,582) and LOOTEN (F 2,583,854) show other outdoor post- 
supported fixtures that include shades to produce cut-off lighting. 

1 8. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
